SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) — A psy- 


chiatrist testified Tuesday that Patri- 
cia Hearst became mentally ill out of 
fear of her kidnapers and joined a 
bank robberty and shot up a store like 
a child trying to please its parents. 


Dr. Louis J. West, head of the psy- 


chiatry department at UCLA, said 
Miss Hearst still has a "traumatic 
neurosis" which eventually may be 
cured with treatment and friendly 
surroundings and that she has shown 
considerable improvement in the past 
few weeks. 


West was the first of .three psy- 


chiatrists to be called by the defense 
to bolster its claim that the Hibemia 
bank robbery was not a voluntary act 
and that the 22-year-old heiress there- 
fore should be acquitted on the bank 
holdup charge. 


AFTER COMPLETING his direct 


testimony, West was put under cross 
examination by prosecution lawyer 
David Bancroft, who brought out that 
the psychiatrist wrote Miss Hearst's 
mother and father while she was still 
in SLA captivity. 


"You wrote expressing sympathy 


and told them they should not despair 
because if she was returned to them 
alive it might turn out she is in such 
condition that she could be helped and 
subsequently restored to health, is 
that not correct?" asked Bancroft. 


"Yes," said West. "I wrote to them 


as one parent to another. I got no re- 
ply and I expected none." 


The psychiatrist also said that dur- 


ing 23 hours of questioning Miss 
Hearst in jail, for a period beginning

Kissinger lashes 
Cuba intervention 


SAN JOSE, Costa Rica (UPI) - 


Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger 
Tuesday warned Cuba the United 
States "will not tolerate" any inter- 
vention in the Western hemisphere. 


Speaking at the end of his first mis- 


sion to Latin America at a luncheon 
hosted by Costa Rican President Dan- 
iel Oduber, Kissinger lashes out at 
Cuba, without mentioning it by name 
by saying, "recent events have shown 
that foreign adventurism is not dead." 


"Expeditionary forces may still be 


sent across the oceans to intervene in 
and impose their will upon, the do- 
mestic affairs of other countries," 
Kissinger said in a clear reference to 
Cuba's military intervention in Ango- 
la. 


"The United States will not tolerate 


a challenge to the solemn treaty prin- 
ciple of nonintervention hi this hemi- 
sphere." he said. 


The luncheon followed a series of 


joint and separate meetings with for- 
eign ministers from the Central Ameri- 


dan nations. The secretary was sched- 
uled to hold a summit of Central 
American presidents but the meeting 
fell apart when half the presidents 
said they could not or would not at- 
tend. 


Kissinger's talks with Juan Antonio 


Tack, former foreign minister of Pan- 
ama, dealt mainly with the current 
U.S.-Panamanian Canal negotiations. 


"My country is determined to con- 


tinue these negotiations in good faith 
to our ultimate objective of a new rela- 
tionship which respects the national 
interests of both the United States and 
Panama," Kissinger said. 


Before returning to Washington, 


Kissinger was scheduled to make a 
brief stop in Guatemala to get a per- 
sonal view of the damage caused by 
the earthquakes that have killed more 
than 22,000 persons. 


Kissinger pledged U.S. assistance 


for the reconstruction of Guatemala 
and said that "today our hearts are 
pained by the terrible calamity which 
has struck our friends in Guatemala."

The approach and landing 
tests will only use the second stage of the shuttle, called the orbiter.

Hospital incurred infections probed 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
More than 1.5 million 


patients spend an extra week in hospitals each year, at 
a cost of $1 billion, recovering from infections they in- 
curred in the hospital, a top government health official 
told Congress Tuesday. 


"Hospital acquired infections continue to be a major 


problem," said Drl David Sencer, director of the Center 
for Disease Control in Atlanta. 


The government has begun a major study to deter- 


mine which hospital infection control procedures -are 
most adequate, Sencer told a House appropriations sub- 
committee. 


Testifying for President Ford's $143.3 billion disease 


control budget request for fiscal year 1977 — down from 
an estimated $153.5 million this year — Sencer also 
said: 


• Venereal disease continues to increase "at unac- 


ceptable high levels," particularly in California and 
Florida; gonnorrhea still is the most frequently report- 
ed infectious disease in the country; VD rates are rising 
among men and declining among women. . 


• Fewer than two-thirds- of the nation's preschool 


children have adequate immunization protection against 
polio, measles and German measles or rubella. 


• Scientists are considering a vaccine against mos- 


quito-borne encephalitis, which reached an all-time high 
2,000 cases in the United States last year, with 100 
deaths reported. Sencer testified he sees little hope for 
developing such a vaccine. 
\» Disease detectives are investigating a cluster of 
birth defects among infants in the Charleston, W.Va., 
area. He did not specify the defect or provide other 
details. 


Sencer said influenza scientists "are concerned" 


about the possibility of a worldwide epidemic caused by 
a virus similar to, one that claimed 20 million lives in 
the 1918-19 pandemic. 


"Do you feel the action being taken now is adequate 


to protect the country?" asked Rep. David Obey, 
D-Wis. 


"Yes sir, this is not only my position but that of the 


National Institutes of Health and the (Food and Drug 
Administration's) bureau of biologies," replied Sencer. 


Vaccine makers were given a tentative go-ahead by 


government health agencies last Friday to develop a 
vaccine against the suspect strain. 


Sencer said scientists should know within two or three 


weeks whether the suspected virus has potential for an 
pandemic. 


Karen Quinlarfs bruises go unexplained 


TRENTON, N.J. (UPI) - New Jer- 


sey's attorney general, his mind "not 
yet at rest," Tuesday closed his in- 
vestigation into the last conscious 
days of comatose Karen Quinlan, 
whose parents want to end her life by 
turning off her respirator.

House OKs cheap handgun ban 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The House 


Judiciary Committee Tuesday for the 
first time approved' a ban on the sale, 
manufacture 
and 
importation of 


cheap, easily concealable handguns 
such as "Saturday Night Specials." 


The committee, working on legisla- 


tion to tighten up federal gun control 
laws, voted 18 to 14 in favor of a pro- 
vision aimed at cutting down on the 
quantity and availability of small, in- 
expensive handguns. 


Up until now, the committee has 


repeatedly defeated proposals to ban 
handguns. The Rep. Martin Russo 
amendment was almost identical to 
one he had offered last week. 


The amendment would ban the im- 


portation, manufacture and sale of 
any revolver with a'frame of less than 
5% Inches or a barrel of less than 4 
inches and any pistol with an overall 
length of less than .8% inches. 


"The investigation has turned up no 


evidence of foul play leading to those 
bruises and the bump, nor any in- 
dication that they may have led to the 
coma," Hyland said. 


"There is no witness known to us 


who can explain when and how the 
injury was received," he said. 


"While my mind is not yet at rest 


on the issue of whether there was foul 
play involved in these injuries, we 
have to conclude for present purposes 
that further investigation would not be 
fruitful." 


The Quinlan case drew nationwide 


attention last fall when Karen's par- 
ents, Joseph and Julia Quinlan, asked 
a Superior Court judge to allow them 
to halt use of a life-sustaining respira- 
tor so their daughter could "die with 
grace and dignity. , 


They lost the plea, but an appeal in 


the Case is now before the New Jersey 
Supreme Court. 


Hyland quietly began pursuing his 


investigation last October after he 
said be was disturbed about the lack 
of medical information in the "right 
to die" trial about the bruises.

There's a lot of talk in Elk Grove 


Township Dlst. 59 about developing an 
alternative school, but many district 
residents have one question: Just 
what is an alternative school? 


Some residents told the board of 


education this week that many district 
parents were confused about what an 
alternative school would offer. 


A questionnaire asking parents if 


they would send their children to an 
alternative school which stressed bas- 
ic academic subjects and firm behav- 
ior standards was confusing, parents 
said. 


Board members originally intended 


to make a final decision at their board 
meeting March 1 on whether an al- 
ternative school would be offered this 


fall,' but instead agreed to consider a 
resolution to hold public hearings to 
provide the community with more in- 
formation. 


ASSOCIATE SUPT. Robert Brower 


said he is drawing up a resolution for 
board consideration which would 
schedule the public hearings for four 
nights beginning March 8 throughout 
the district. Brower said the board 
could meet March 12 to make the fi- 
nal decision on the school, 


Brower said the public hearings 


would probably involve a formal pre- 
sentation on what the school would of- 
fer and a question-and-answer period. 


Brower said alternative schools 


have been created throughout the 
country, but most are in the liberal 
vein. Residents of Dist. 59, however, 


Bleak years predicted 
for Dist. 59 finances 


Financial projections for Elk Grove 


Township Dist. 59 for the next several 
years continue to look bleak, accord- 
big to figures presented to the board 
Tuesday night. 


Arthur Perry, assistant superintend- 


ent for administrative services, pre- 
sented figures Tuesday showing a 
slowdown in the district's assessed 
valuation, a steady drop in state aid 
funding to the district and a continued 
increase in expenses — all factors 
that will push the district into spend- 
ing more money than it will receive in 
revenue. 


The equalized assessed valuation in 


the district jumped from about $377 
million in the 1972-73 school year to 
about $523 million in 1975-76, a 38 per 
cent increase. Projection frfr the 1978- 
77 school year show an assessed valu- 
ation of about $537 million increasing 
to about $590 million by 197940, only a 
13 per cent jump. 


AT THE SAME time, Perry's fig- 


ures show state aid to the district peak 
ed in 1973-74, with $3.43 million com- 
ing In under the then new state aid 
formula. Projections show that by the 
1978-79 school year the district will 
only receive $991,308 or about $48 a 
student. 


"State aid is dropping to such a 


point (for Dlst, 59) that no matter 
what the state does they can't hurt 
us." Parry said. 


Because of the state aid drop the 


district will have to depend on local 
money raised through property taxes. 
The district received a 25 cent per 
$100 equalized assessed valuation tax 
increase last fall and that money will 
begin coming In to the district during 
the 1976-77 school year. 


Even with the tax increase, revenue 


will not meet projected expenses, Per- 
ry said. 


WITH A 0 per cent increase-per 


year in expenses, brought about by in- 
creases in salaries and Inflation, ex- 
penses will exceed revenue by about 
$3 million by the 1978-79 school year, 
tiw projections show. 


"The task before the board is to 


close that gap as much as possible," 
Perry said. 


Board Pres. Judy Zanca said the 


district will have to reduce ex- 
penditures "this year, next year and 
each and every year." 


The Dist. 59 board is in the midst of 


studying what effect a balanced budg- 
et will have on the current education- 
al program. Perry's report was one of 
a series of projections board members 
have requested to determine ways of 
increasing revenue and cutting ex- 
penses. 


have expressed a need for a more 
conservative alternative school "of a 
competitive academic type," he said. , 


A broad description of the school 


that the board and administration 
have in mind is one which will "em- 
phasize a teaching method which is 
large, group, lecture-oriented and 
competitive," Brower said.

mits. Industrial arts and'home eco- 
nomics would not be taught. 


• The school will eventually be of- 


feed to students in grades l to 8. 


• Adult standards of behavior will 


be required, and dress codes will be 
maintained. There will be punish- 
ments for infraction of rules.. 


A CONTROVERSIAL point at the 


meeting was whether the school 
should be offered at one centrally-lo- 
cated school or at as many schools as 
possible. 


Brower said one factor in favor of a 


central location is money. He esti- 
mated that it would cost the district 
about $10,000 to establish the school 
in one location, but more locations 
would require more resources, pri-

"Grin and bear it. You can't argue 


with the democratic process," Jack 
Aldrich said with the appropriate fa- 
cial expression. 


Aldrich, the village policeman who 


•retired with honors after more than 20 
years on the force to become chief in 
Harrington Hills, had evolved in just 
two weeks to that "disgruntled former 
employe." 


With his conscience prompting him, 


he caused a letter to be delivered to 
the village board. In it, he said he 
thought the police department under 
Chief L. W. Calderwood was mis- 
managed and was suffering from low 
morale. 


HIS MOTIVATION, this honored yet 


disgruntled former police captain 
said, was his desire to get a manage- 
ment study of the department re- 
leased 11 months after it was called 
for, and four months after its com- 
pletion. 


The ensuing ruckus swirled around 


the 
72-year-old Calderwood, who 


maintained his "no comment" posi- 
tion through two hearings of the vil- 
lage board. He sat silently through 
both sessions, his arms crossed. 


He watched closely as two of his 


former captains were called upon to 
comment on his command. There was 
an equal lack of reaction to either 
Aldrich or Irvin McDougall, who is 
now chief in Downstate Mendota. 


There was no emotional giveaway 


in either attack or when McDougall 
said, "Our department was one of the 
best in the state."

Fahnestock said the amount of mon- 


ey channeled into the Law Enforce- 
ment Assistance Administration sys- 
tem ,has been cut substantially and 
there had been many cutbacks, in- 
cluding elimination of programs. 


"THAT'S EXACTLY what we're go- 


ing to do — collapse — unless some- 
thing drastic happens," Hinchy said. 


The funding would not affect man- 


power. There are 25 Cook County 
Sheriff's policemen in the agency, 
along with 20 policemen from the 
participating suburban 
communities, 


including many Northwest suburban 
towns. 


The cuts would affect office arid 


auto leasing, along with "buy" mon- 
ey, office staff and monthly bills. 
"Money is the name of the narcotics 
game," Hinchy said. "-If we don't 
have the money to make the buys, we 
can't arrest anyone " 


Although only 10 per cent of the 


budget goes for buy money, telephone 
bills run as high as $25,000 a year for 
the agency, Hinchy said. "We cut 
costs considerably from last year," he 
said, noting satellite offices bad to be 
shut down. 


HINCHY SAID he will consult with 


the council of police chiefs that gov- 
erns the agency to see if money can 
be found to fund MEG. "Obviously, 
the county does not have the funds to 
do it," he said. "And each town is 
faced with this same predicament." 


Since MEG's inception in Dec. 1, 


1971, the unit has arrested 2,968 drug 
dealers, seized $9.5 million worth of 
drugs and is responsible for tunneling 
information about $2.4 million of unre- 
ported dealers' income to the Internal 
Revenue Service, Hinchy said. 


"The need for a MEG unit has in- 


creased out here," he said. "We used 
to find when we made a connection 
out here, it took us to Chicago for he- 
roin. But now, we make a connection 
out here, and we don't go to Chicago 
hardly anymore. 


"This will make the dealers very 


happy," Hinchy added.

Rolling Meadows voters final- 


ly will be able to decide for 
themselves what th'eir elected 
officials 
have been

about for months — how many 
aldermen should represent the 
city and whether a strong city 
manager system of government 
should be formed. 


The people of Rolling Mead- 


ows are the best ones to decide 
how they will be governed, and 
despite the political infighting 
between Mayor Roland J. Meyer 
and several aldermen, the con- 
troversy appears to be near res- 
olution. 


Meyer and the council fought 


over the specifics of the referen- 
dum 
with Meyer eventually 


emerging as the victor. He ve- 
toed an aldermanic-sponsored 
referendum in favor of one of his 
own which proposes cutting the 
size of the council from 10 to five 
members. He filed petitions call- 
ing for a three-pronged referen- 
dum in which voters will decide: 


• Whether a strong manager 


form of government should be 
established. The strong manager 
system gives the city manager 
the power to hire and fire his 
e m p l o y e s and generally 
strengthens the role of the man- 
ager in determining the day-to- 
day operation of city govern- 
ment. 


• Whether aldermen should 


continue to be elected by wards. 
There currently are five wards 
with two aldermen elected from 
each district. 


• Whether the number -of al- 


dermen should be reduced from 
10 to five. 


The court will decide the date 


of the referendum. 


We believe there is a definite 


need for a strong municipal 
manager. 


We also believe there simply 


is too much politics being played 
on all fronts in the city, and that 
Meyer — for the first time faced 
with an earnest challenge to his 
dominance — wants the size of 
the council reduced for the 
wrong reasons. 


The people of Rolling Mead- 


ows must see through the guise 
and ultimately decide -whether 
having an alderman living down 
the street is important to them. 
Meanwhile, the electorate, dur- 
ing the next few months, -will be 
faced with wading through the 
rhetoric from Meyer and from 
the aldermen who obviously do 
not want their jobs weakened 
or eliminated. 


What is encouraging is that a 


series of public hearings will be 
held, and in a public referendum 
the people finally will be able to 
say how they want things run in 
Rolling Meadows. 


Vote ^yes' on library 


If Rolling Meadows residents 


want to maintain their excellent 
library, they should vote "yes" 
on Saturday's tax rate referen- 
dum. 


Like other institutions, the 12- 


year-old library is 
suffering 


from 
inflation 
and 
the cost 


squeeze. So, library officials are 
asking voters to increase taxes 
to what seems to us to be still a 
modest level. 


Officials are seeking a hike of 


14 cents per $100 of assessed 
valuation; that increase could 
eventually raise the present rate 
to 29 cents. However, those offi- 
cials have promised to levy only 
4 cents of that increase next 
year, or $2.80 per average prop- 
erty owner. When the full in- 


crease is used, it would still cost 
a property owner only $9.80 per 
year over the present rate. 


Unless voters approve the in- 


crease, library hours and staff 
will probably have to be cut 
back — and for the thousands of 
Rolling Meadows residents who 
depend on the library for pleas- 
ure reading and research, this 
would be bad news. 


This is a bare-bones increase, 


for the city council last month 
rejected an $880,000 expansion 
plan as part of the vote. Unless 
Rolling Meadows residents ap- 
prove this reasonable request on 
Saturday, they'll be less able to 
take advantage of the books and 
worthwhile services provided by 
the library.

Howlett and Walker exchange low blows 
Mudslinging marks Democratic governor's race

Gov. Daniel Walker and Sec. of State 


Michael Howlett are not letting inter- 
est wane in their campaign for the 
Democratic nomination for governor. 


In fact, the campaign seems to have 


become so heated that the pair has 
put aside, at least temporarily, what 
they had been calling main issues and 
picked up new ones. 


A few weeks ago, Walker was shout- 


ing that his defeat to Howlett would 
mean an extension of Chicago politi- 
cal bosaism throughout the state. And 


that was the main issue of the cam- 
paign. 


Howlett hollered the "main issue" 


was 
W a l k e r ' s reckless mis- 


management of the state. 


That was pretty clear, bossism ver- 


sus mismanagement. But now after a 
few days have slipped by, it appears 
the main issues have changed. 


"Walker to reveal 1972 campaign 


contributors," the headlines blared 
and a top aide to the governor said 
Walker will release the long-sought 
contributors' names "to prevent Da- 
ley and Howlett from obscuring a cen- 
tral issue in the campaign — Hewl- 


ett's personal integrity and honesty in 
public office." " 


Howlett bobs, weaves 
and an- 


nounces he is - quitting his $15,000- 
a-year side job, because he does not 
wish to permit the campaign for gov- 
ernor to be diverted from the real is- 
sues. He says .one of those real issues . 
was Walker's practice of hunting for 
campaign contributions in the wallets 
of state contractors. 


In the Walker camp, it appears bos- 


sism is out as an issue and Hewlett's 
personal integrity is in. 


At Howlett headquarters, Walker 


mismanagement has taken a back 


seat to Walker's fund-raising tech- 
niques. 


It's funny how the "main issues" 


seem to change. Just as the poor guy 
on the block learns what the "main 
issues" are, the candidates change it. 


The latest flip-flop can be viewed as 


the mudslinging phase of the cam- 
paign. Therefore, voters should not 
forget the early "main issues" be- 
cause Daley bossism and Walker mis- 
management will pop up later. 


Apparently it is too hard for any 


candidate to stick to the same issues 
or, for that matter, even the same 
main issues for the entire campaign. 


Hopefully, this phase of the cam- 


paign will run its course in a few 
more days and the candidates will re- 
turn to the issues.

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Four-year auto loans available; interest rates higher 


by LEA TONKIN 


The four-year auto loan, billed as a means for reliev- 


ing the strain on consumers' monthly budgets, has a 
toehold in the Northwest suburbs. 


A survey of 21 area banks shows only four will consid- 


er auto loans for terms longer than 36 months. Before a 
buyer signs on the dotted line for credit, a check of 
interest rates and" the added cost of longer-term loans 
should be consldeed, the lenders said. The tab for in- 
terest on a .48-month loan can amount to hundreds of 
dollars more than 36-month financing. 


Buyer acceptance of 42 month and 48 month terms, 


newly offered by the First Arlington National Bank in 
Arlington Heights, "hasn't caught on like we thought it 
would," said Robert Lawler, executive vice president. 
The extended term .offers consumers "a way of adjust- 
ing to the price of a car, to meet the payment," he said. 


Jack Horowitz, a loan officer at the bank, said cus- 


tomers can compare rates to cut costs. "The sad thing 
Is that they can save money on the car, then blow it on 
financing," he said. 


"QUITE A FEW people" are using the 42 and 48 


month financing terms offered through Ford Motor 
Credit Co., said John Rutkowski, credit manager at the 
Schmerler Ford dealership in Elk Grove Village. He 
declined to offer Interest rate information. Preferred 
rates are given to buyers who have good credit stand- 
ings, he said. 


Rising new car costs prompt consumers to look for 48- 


month financing to cut monthly payments, said Dick 
Fowler of the United Airlines Employes Credit Union, 
Elk Grove Township. The credit union charges a 10.5 
annual percentage rate for auto loans, regardless of the 
collateral. Fowler said he encourages auto buyers to 
compare loan terms. "Money is a commodity. You 
should shop as carefully for a new loan as a suit or 
dress," he said. 


The Bank and Trust Co. of Arlington Heightis is "just 


starting to offer 42 month loans," said Dan Quinn, loan 
officer, The annual percentage rate for a three year 
loan is 9.76 per cent compared to the 9.72 per cent rate 
for a 42 month contract. The bank considers an appli- 
cant's credit record before it grants the auto loans. "On 
the 42 month applications we're a little more selective," 
Quinn said. 


Hannah Harner, an employe of the AAEC Credit 


Union in Arlington Heights, said the four year loans are 
"disservice. If you finance a car for 48 months and it 
falls apart in two years, you're stuck for two more 
years," she said. 


An increasing demand for 42 and 48 month car loans 


is reported by a General Motors Acceptence Corp, 
spokesman, Arlington Heights. "We don't encourage the 
longer term loan because you don't build up an equity 
until much later,1" he said. 
' 


AUTO BUYERS decide to seek 48 month financing 


when they can't afford an extra $10 to $20 a month for 
shorter term loans, said Joel Wiesneske, business man- 
ager at the Des Plaines Chrysler Plymouth Sales, Inc., 
Des Plaines. He cautions that consumers will shell out 
additional money for interest payments on long term 
loans. "If it was my money, I wouldn't recommend it," 
he said.

Chrysler tells $27.7 million loss

Chrysler Corp. Tuesday reported a record $27.7 


million loss during the fourth quarter of 1975, but 
mid-February new ear sates reported by the "Big 
Three" auto manufacturers increased 11 to 30 per 
cent from year-earlier levels. 


The No. 3 auto firm, hardest hit by an in- 


dustrywide two-year slump, said it lost a record 
$259.5 million in 1975 and $341 million in the past 18 
months. 


But top executives said stringent cost-cutting mea- 


sures, including the sale of money-losing operations 
and massive layoffs, would return the 50-year-old 
auto firm to the black this year. 


IN SHARP CONTRAST to Chrysler's losses, Gen- 


eral Motors reported earlier this month thai a fourth • 
quarter profit of $818 million was the second highest 
for the period in history. Ford's $170 million profit 
ed $11.6 billion, compared with $10.9 billion in 1974. 


While Chrysler sold fewer than 1 million cars last 


year, off 17 per cent from anemic 1974 levels, its 
sales so far this year are up 20 per cent. Along with 
its 1975 annual financial report, Chrysler said its 
mid-February new car sales jumped 14 per cent. 


Chrysler would have been able to report a $35 mil- 


lion profit in the October-December quarter, but it 
took a $55 million loss on the sale of its nonautomo- 
tive Airtemp Divison operations to the Fedders Corp. 
In the final quarter of 1974, Chrysler lost a record 
$73.5 million. 


CHRYSLER SALES in the quarter totaled $3.2 bil- 


lion, a 28 per cent jump from last year but still $200 
million below record 1978- levels. Its 1975 sales total- 
ed $11.6 Motion, compred with $10.9 billion in 1974. 


The $259.5 million loss compares with a $52 million 


deficit in'1974 and a $255 million profit in 1973 just as 
the Arab oil embargo was triggering the industry 
depression. In its best year, 1968, Chrysler turned in 
a $303 million profit. 


Domestic automakers reported that mid-February 


crumbled under the weight of the recession. 


It was the 14th consecutive 10-day period in which 


sales have topped a year-earlier period. 


FOLLOWING THE pattern of the last month, gains 


were recorded in the mid-size and large car seg- 
ments while small car sales continued to slump after 
last year's big spurts. 


General Motors recorded the strongest gain — 30 


per cent — and accounted for a higher-than-normal 
55 per cent share of the market. Chrysler jumped 14 
per cent and Ford was up 11 per cent. American 
Motors, hit hard by a slowdown in small car sales, 
topped last year's mid-February by just 14 cars. 
• Sales of the full-sized Ford were up 49 per cent 
while the big Chevrolet jumped 30 per cent. On the 
other hand, the subcompact Pinto slipped 41 per cent 
from a year ago and the small Chevrolet Vega was 
off 67 per cent.

NEW YORK (UPI) - Today's exec- 


utives are smoking less, drinking less 
and are generally healthier than their 
predecessors, says Dr. Donald C. 
Kent, medical director of Life Exten- 
sion Institute. 


Top executives are healthier than 


lower echelon executives and much 
healthier than the general run of 
workers, he said. 


Life Extension Institute was founded 


in 1913 by William Howard Taft soon 
after he left the White House. Now 
owned by Dun & Bradstreet Inc., the 
institute provides for 1,300 corporate 
and 
professional clients regular' 


physical checkup, medical screening 
and some therapeutic services. 


Its goal, and that of several similar 


regional groups, is to whittle down 
some of the estimated $15 billion- 
a-year sick pay burden borne by In- 
dustry. 


THE INSTITUTE believes the 


Gross National Product could be 
boosted $10 billion a year if the aver- 
age employe's sick leave could be cut 
by only one day from the present 5.8 
days a year. 


More than half 'the nation's busi- 


nessmen will die from heart disease- 
many between 45 and 54 when they're 
most valuable to their companies. One 
out of every four men will get cancer, 
one out of 14 will be crippled by em- 
physema. One out of 10 already suf- 
fers some mental or emotional prob- 
lem. Alcoholism will affect over 3 mil- 
lion men this year and cost industry 
$4 billion in lost time and poor work, 
according to institute figures. 


When considering the better health 


of executives, the question of course 
is: Are they healthier because they're 
executives or are they executives be- 
cause they're healthier? 


Kent concedes, "You could answer 


It either way. Men and women in good 
condition with stamina move to the 


top. But the top executive does enjoy 
a higher standard of living, he is less 
inclined to bad diet and undue dis- 
sipation than underlings and, above 
all, his company has so much in- 
vested in him that it insists on regular 
checkups and adherence to preventive 
medicine." Most Americans, accord- 
ing to the institute, spend more on car 
upkeep than their personal health. 


CUTTING DOWN on smoking, Kent 


said, is not as universal among to- 
day's executives — more than half 
still smoke — as the noticeable reduc- 
tion in drinking. He said about 90 per 
cent of upper executives no longer 
have cocktails regularly at lunch. 


A big factor in the comparative 


good health of top executives, he said, 
is that 75 per cent of them say they 
like their work and the demands it 
makes on them. In contrast with 
many ordinary folk, they have fewer 
anxieties, don't worry about then* 
health, sleep well and get plenty of 


Setting public straight 


Businessmen not afraid 


to speak out: survey

Chicago area business leaders are aware of the need 


to speak out on public issues, said Herbert Rozoff, pres- 
ident of the Herbert H. Rozoff Associates, Inc., a public 
relations firm. 


Speaking at a recent meeting of the Arlington Heights 


Klwanis Club, Rozoff discussed the results of his firm's 
survey of area business leaders. 


Given a choice t,t 12 alternative actions to counter 


public misunderstanding of business, the executives 
rated, "speaking out," in the top third of priorities for 
78 per cent of the responses. 


The executives' second choice was "taking the lead in 


introducing changes to business practices that are sub- 
ject to valid criticism before consumer groups or gov- 
ernment agencies force the issues." 


The "America, love it or leave it" attitude was shown 


in only 5 per cent of the responses, Rozoff said. At- 


tempting to discredit as unAmerican the individuals 
who oppose the free enterprise system also was low in 
the ratings. 


"THERE IS no question that there still are a very 


few chief executives lurking around with 19th century 
mentalities," he said. "But the fact that these two 
choices were ranked in the top one-third of alternatives 
only 5 and 7 percent of the tune, respectively, would 
seem to indicate that such views are quite unpopular 
with today's chief executive." 


The survey response shows that business executives 


realize they must take the initiative to bring about 
change in public attitudes, Roszoff said. The creation of 
consumer education programs, lobbies to require public 
education on the free enterprise system and support of 
public office holders who understand the system rated 
high in the survey results.

"Lawyers, personnel and finan- 
cial executives also experience con- 
stant tension and, contrary to what 
you might expect, sales promotion 
people experience hardly any more 
tension than research workers." 


However, from the replies of execu- 


tives who reported constant tension, 
the institute concluded tension seems 
not caused by age, occupation or job 
demands, but is clearly identified with 
the personality of the individual and 
steins from within the individual rath- 
er than from the outer forces of his 
living or working environment.

More Asians among newcomers

(Third of four parts) 


Of all immigrants who came to the 


United States during the first half of 
the 20th century, only four per cent 
came from Asian countries. Just a 
decade ago, seven per cent came 
from Asia. 


In 1874, a full one-third of all immi- 


grants to this country were Asians. 


"In IMS, the Philippines didn't even 


make 15th in the list of countries 
sending the highest number of immi- 
grants," said John P. Wentllng, depu- 
ty district director of the U. S. Immi- 
gration and Naturalization Service. 
"In 1974, it was second only to Mexi- 
co." 


Korea was third with 28,028 of its 


people entering the United States for 
permanent residence. 


HONG KYU JO of Des Plaines made 


his contribution to the Korean total 
for 1975. He brought all three of his 
brothers here, under the "Fifth Pref- 
erence" (brothers and sisters of a U. 
S. citizen) of the Eastern Hemisphere 
numerical limitation. 


But let's backtrack to his own ad- 


mission to this country 10 years ago. " 


Hong Kyu Jo began learning Eng-

lish in Korea in seventh grade. His 
first American friends were Pen Pal 
correspondents. When he was a col- 
lege student, he decided to continue 
his education in America, so he en- 
tered the U. S. as a student. 


After attaining his bachelor's de- 


gree at Washington State University, 
he decided to stay permanently. He 
earned his master's degree at Illinois 
Institute of Technology and now 
works as a chemical engineer for Uni- 
versal oil Products, Des Plaines. 


HONG BECAME A citizen. He mar- 


ried a Korean girl who was here as an' 
exchange nurse, and who recently 
completed training in «nesthesiology. 
They have a 2-year-old daughter, Son- 
ya, and, maternal grandmother in- 
cluded, all live happily in their subur- 
ban home where the vibrant gold car- 
peting has never been sullied by the. 
soles of shoes. Shoes stay at the door. 


Hong spends a good deal of his tune 


helping newcomers from Korea get 
adjusted to life in,the U. S. His broth- 
er, Hyung Kyu Jo, with his wife, Ok 
Ja Jo, arrived early in 1975. JTag Kyu 
Jo arrived five months ago, 'and Rich- 
ard U. Jo, the youngest ("He has an 
American name," they giggled), has 
been here two months. . 


Hong also helps- another Korean 


family, unrelated, simply because 
they are new to this land. 


WHAT ARE their problems? 
First, language. Laubach English 


classes at the Des Plaines Public Li- 
brary have helped. Tag also takes 
English for New Americans at Maine 
West High School two nights a week. 
Richard, who has adapted in record 
time, attends Forest View High 
School, where, aside from mathemat- 
ics, most of his time is,spent studying 
English. He has made many friends. 


Another problem was finding a 


place to live. The newcomers now 
share an older type condominium unit 
in Des Plaines. 


Finding a job was no easy task. But 


with brother Hong along on the inter- 
view, employers found it hard to say 
no. "Koreans are capable people, ea- 
ger to work," he said. "Even without 
speaking the language, they catch on 


to routine work very easily. I 
1 con- 


vince the employer that he should 
give them a chance. All are reluctant 
to give them jobs — but I strongly 
push them." 


TAG IS NOW an electroplater, 


Hyung makes transformer coils, and 
his wife works nights wiring and sol- 
dering. "She is the best worker 
there," says Hong. "Language is not 
everything. Ability is important." 


Transportation is still another baf- 


fling problem for newcomers. There is 
very little local bus service in the sub- 
urbs; it is a necessity to learn to 
.drive. And the "Rules of the Road" 


are not written in Korean ("only in 
California," says Hong). 


So one by one, Hong patiently pre- 


pares his relatives for their driving 
test, and until they get licenses, he 
chauffeurs them to and from work. 


"They settled in this area because I 


live here," said Hong, "^orient them, 
I help them get started. Once they are 
on their own, they can move .any 
place they, like. For now, they just 
stay near me." 


MEMBERS OF another Asian fami- 


ly in Des Plaines had no relative wait- 
ing to facilitate their absorption into 
American life. Yet their anxiety to get 


here was intense, for they were eight 
of the 130,000 Vietnamese refugees 
evacuated last spring. 


"We were willing to accept anything 


America had to offer," said Huyen 
Vu, patriarch of the family, whose 
smooth skin and proud carriage belie 
his almost 60 years. "We would have 
walked here if necessary." 


The Vus — father, mother, three 


grown sons, one with his wife and 
their two boys, age 6 and 8 — had 
much trouble getting out of Vietnam. 
The family originally lived in Hanoi, 
but after the Geneva Treaty moved to

Why and 
who are 
minors? 


Q. Why are those under legal age 


referred to as "minors"? Where did 
the word come from and why, if there 
is a reason? Why do we always have 
to be in a kind of "protective custo- 
dy?"—Seventeen. 


A. I take it, Seventeen, that the 


word offends you. If "minor" is offen- 
sive, how do you feel about a 17-year- 
old being referred to as an "infant" in 
legal documents and statutes? 


Both terras were used in the Eng- 


lish common law where they had their 
beginning about ISO years ago and are 
still used in this country. (U.S. follows 
common law, statutes and judicial de- 
cisions.) 


The general dictionary meaning of 


the word "minor" is "lesser, as hi 
size, extent or importance, or being 
the lesser of two." 


A person has only to study what has 


happened to those with under-age 
status through the years to determine 
how well the definition fits. 


BUT THE REASONING behind the 


use of the term, while amusing, con- 
tains a great deal of truth. It was said 
that when a child enters the world, he 
is immediately subject to "imbecility 
and inexperience" and for that reason 
the legislature must protect him by 
providing "disabilities" as well as 
"privileges" for a given period of 
time. 


The legislative body may have gone 


a little overboard in insulting the pub 
lie with its appraisal, but it certainly 
was warranted when you stop to think 
of the plight of children through the 
ages. 


In England, young children worked 


in factories and mines under hazard- 
ous and appalling conditions. 


AT ONE TIME, they were hired to 


crawl through mining tunnels to dig 
for coal. Since the passages were 
small, tiny children, often under 10, 
were subjected to the rigors of the oc- 
cupation to say nothing of the dread- 
ful conditions. Some of them never 
saw the light of day, having to work 
from sun-up to sunset, and were pla- 
gued with weak eyes and bodies 
wracked with disease. 


In this country, too, children were 


unprotected by the law in many 
areas, particularly in the labor mar- 
ket. Exploitation was the rule rather 
than the exception. Here again, chil- 
dren under 10 were permitted to work 
in factories for as many as 12 hours 
with no effective regulations to pro- 
tect them. 


Before compulsory education laws 


v/ere passed, millions of children 9 
and under worked on farms and did 
not attend schools. 


AS LATE AS World War II, again 


millions of children between the ages 
of 14-17 were working in factories, 
many under conditions that were less 
than ideal. 


It wasn't until 1950 that Federal 


regulations were passed 
specifying 


the minimum age of 16 for certain 
types of work. 


Each state, by the way, has the 


right to determine the status of per- 
sons within its confutes, and thus the 
legal age m ay differ. 


Legislatures throughout the country 


are aware that changes must be made 
regarding the age of majority, since 
when, for instance, they pass one law

"The-art of showing off and 53 
ways to do it," "Sneaky Feats" 
contains an amazing collection of 
attention grabbers, ranging from 
simple stunts to complicated 
tricks. 


THIS BOOK, I might add, la the 


current, favorite of our 10-year- 
old. He has practically memorized 


,: it, and he and his fellow Webelos 


have tried most of the 53 stunts. 


Some of the tricks, unfortunate- 


ly, take a bit of practice — such 
as rolling a coin across your 
knuckles. Others I can't manage 
at all. But some of the grabbers 
are simple-enough for all of us. 


Part one is called "Playing 


With Your Food" and describes 
tricks you can manage at or near 
the table. 


A real grabber here is the "all- 


wet, insulting tip," which consists 
of a nickle tip left underneath an 
inverted glass of water. Yes, it 
really works! But try it on the 
kitchen counter so you can scoop, 
water and all Into the sink when 


you're ready to retrieve your wet 
nickel. 


PART TWO, entitled "High, 


Wide and Handy," provides sug- 
gestions for everyone with hands, 
while "Arts and Crafty" features 
simple Herns you can make. The 
final section, "So You Want to Be 
a Stuntman," provides an assort- 
ment of feats. 


Unlike most puzzle and stunt 


books, this volume cuts across all 
lines. There are tricks involving 
cards and coins, but the book isn't 
limited to these standard favor- 
ites. Others require bottles, calcu- 
lators and other varied props. 


Some of the items aren't really 


stunts per se. But it's nice to have 
easy instructions on how to eat 
with chopsticks, whistle with two 


fingers, whistle through grass, 
blow smoke rings or play the 
Jew's harp. 


OTHER TRICKS are a bit more 


dramatic — such as growing a 
carrot upside down; stepping 
through a small piece of paper; or 
crushing a beer can with your 
bare hand.

Elephantiasis rare 


in this country 


I have a problem for you to solve. What ii elephantiasis and 


where does it originate? Is there any cure for it or any specialists? 
What type of doctor would I have to see for results? I need help 
badly. 


You have come up with a rare one in this country. The term 


elephantiasis refers to swelling and enlargement of the legs, to 
resemble the legs of an elephant. Classically, the condition is 
caused by an infestation with a thread-like worm. The disease is 
also called fitariasis. The tiny adult worm is from 2 to 4 inches 
long and tends to invade and block the lymphatics. The inguinal 
region around the hip and inner aspect of the thigh are commonly 
involved. 


The worms cause inflammation and blockage of the lymphatic, 


system. The blocked lymphatic channels lead to the marked swell- 
ing. In men, the lymphatics to the scrotum are often involved. The 
blockage causes progressive and enormous swelling of the scrotum. 
In fact, the scrotum may be so large that it hangs below the knees 
and is equally large in all diameters. Its size may be so huge that 
the man may have trouble with normal physical activity. . 


This disease is seen primarily in Africa, tropical coastal areas of 


Asia and in the northern countries of South America. The disease is 
spread by mosquitos, and man is the only known intermediate host. 


At night the young smaller worms are in the blood stream. A 


mosquito bites the infected person and draws in the filariae and 
they remain in the mouth for a couple of weeks. When the mosquito 
bites the next victim it inoculates him with the microworm. 


THE LYMPHATICS become Inflamed from the invasion and the 


process begins. Initially the limb involved may be shiny and swol- 
len, but eventually the skin becomes scaly and cracked and the skin 
is thickened. 


The worms can be killed by various medicines and the enlarged 


scrotum can be surgically removed. Incidentally, this can be done 
without damaging the testicles. Similar swollen enlarged tissues 
can be removed from the legs or even the breast when it is 
involved. There are medicines for prevention of infestation avail- 
able to those traveling to areas where the disease is common. 


The term elephantiasis has also been applied to any type of swell- 


Ing that causes marked enlargements similar to those I have men- 
tioned. I suspect that must be the situation in your case. 


What kind of doctor should you see? A good place to start would 


be with hour family doctor. He can refer you to a specialist in 
Internal medicine if you need that if he is not a specialist in that 
area himself. If you need surgery he can also arrange that.

Eggplant dish contains 


butter cracker crumbs 


Dear Dorothy: Some time ago I tasted an eggplant casserole that 


had crumbs in it — almost like dressing. Have looked in many 
cookbooks but can't find one that sounds like this dish. Would you 
have one like it? — Mrs. Erwin Smutz 


One served by the Old Stone Inn at Simpsonville, Ky., is a crea- 


tion which uses butter cracker crumbs. It might be just what you're 
looking for. 


Slice off one side of a large eggplant and remove pulp to within 


one-half inch of the skin. Add one-half teaspoon salt to one-half cup 
water and let come to a boil; then add the eggplant pulp. Cook until 
tender, about 10 minutes. Drain thoroughly. 


Saute one-quarter cup chopped onion in one tablespoon butter or 


margarine until tender, but not brown. Add eggplant pulp, one 
tablespoon chopped parsley, one lOft-ounce can of cream of mush- 
room soup, one teaspoon Worcestershire sauce and one cup very 
fine butter cracker crumbs, reserving two tablespoons of crumbs 
for the topping. Fill the eggplant shell with mixture and place in a 
baking dish. 


Dot with one more tablespoon butter and sprinkle remaining 


crumbs over the top. Carefully pour one cup water into the bottom 
of the dish and bake in a 375-degree oven for one hour or until 
heated through. Serves four to six.

may marry, they might not have cov- 
ered another area, such as the age at 
which a person may take public of- 
fice. 


CHANGES ARE being made, how-

An interesting incident that points 


up the incongruity occurred in Alaska 
in 1966. At that time, its legislative 
council discovered that the law per- 
mitted a person of 21 to legally quali- 
fy for a borough assemblyman, or 
city councilman. He could even make 
a will, sell property and, if he wished, 
donate his eyes to a hospital. But in 
order to marry, he had to have the 
written consent of his parents! 


I have only touched on the subject 


of the need for protecting underage 
persons. Yet wouldn't you say that 
you have read enough to forget the 
use of a word you do not like, and 
think only of how much protection it 
is giving you?

Fish gills pull oxygen from water

Andy sends a 20-volume set of the

question: 
HOW DO FISH SEPARATE OXY- 
GEN PROM WATER? 


Fish, like all other creatures, need 


oxygen to live. If we were to change 
places with them, we would soon ap- 
preciate the special way they obtain 
this precious gas. Our lungs are just 
right for us; but if fish had to depend 
on lungs like ours, the surface of the 
ocean Mould be a mighty busy place 
v i*h fish crowding each other to get a 
gulp of air. 


The watery world of fish provides 


plenty of bubbly oxygen dissolved in 
the water he swims in. But in order to 
use this precious gas he has the tick- 
lish task of separating it from the wa- 
ter. And wouldn't you know, with a 
flick of his tail and a flap of his fin, 
he just does it? 


To perform his underwater magic 


he uses a pair of special organs called 
gills, which are located on each side 
of his body. If you look inside the 
throat of a fish you can see four or 
more slits that open to the outside. 
These slits are called gill openings. As

the fish swims along, he opens his 
mouth and takes in a gulp of water. 
Special valves in his mouth then close 
to prevent the water fom flowing back 
out. The water passes into a gill 
chamber and circulates ovyer his gills. 


Each gill has a number of parts! 


And the part that does the job is the 
gill filament. These filaments look 
like rows of tiny feathers. As the wa- 
ter passes over the gill filaments an 
exchange occurs — oxygen that has 
dissolved in the water is absorbed into 
the fish bloodstream and carbon diox- 
ide passes out of the bloodstream into 
the water Carbon dioxide, as we 
know, is a waste product produced by 
the body. 


This is the way most fish go about 


the process of breathing underwater. 
But, as is often the case, there are a 
number of exceptions. The torpedo 
batfish, for example, is a flat fellow. 
His gill openings are'located behind 
his pectoral fins and look like a pair 
'of exhaust pipes. As he expels the wa- 
ter, he gets a jet-propelled effect. 


Some fish can rise to the surface, 


take a bubble of air and hold it in a 
special chamber which works some- 
what like our lungs. A mudskipper is 


so adept at this he can even leave the 
water temporarily, scooting along the 
land, using his strong pectoral fins. 


Most fish take their oxygen directly 


from the water using their gills. Some 
fish, however, can come to the sur- 
face and grab a gulp of air like any 
landblubber. Only a few fish, how- 
ever, can live on atmospheric oxygen 
tor any length of time.

WHAT IS A CATACOMB? 


A catacomb is an intricate system 


of underground passages used long 
ago as burial places. Built'as far back 
as the 1st century A. D., these elabo- 
rate'tunnels form long, twisting pas- 
sageways extending for many miles. 
In most places they are about 30 to 40 
feet below street level. Inside, the 
dimly lit corridors are three to four 
feet wide, with ceilings from 10 to 15 
feet high. Narrow shafts to the 
ground's surface allow barely enough 
air and light to penetrate into the 
dark, cavernous halls. 


Catacombs were built in many 


countries, such as Italy, Egypt, North 
Africa and Palestine. But the most fa- 


byEdDodd 


mous ones are in Rome, and thou- 
sands of tourists visit them each year. 
The early Christians built these hid- 
den tombs by cutting through soft vol- 
canic rock. Carved into the walls are 
tiers of tombs sealed with bricks or 
marble slabs, Some catacombs con- 
tained large chambers which served 
as family burial vaults as «well as 
places of worship. Decorating the 
walls and ceilings of many catacombs 
in Rome are beautiful examples of 
early Christian art.

"You're about 30 years too late," 


the burly Japanese-American said ai 
he dropped the reporter's copy to the 
floor and walked away. 


It's the customary reception given 


reporters seeking Mrs. Iva Togurl 
D'Aquino, better known during World 
War II as Tokyo Rose, one of a dozen 
w o m e n who broadcast Japanese 
propaganda to Allied troops in' the 
South Pacific. 


Mrs. D'Aquino has worked at her 


father's import shop in Chicago since 
her release from the Women's Refor- 
matory at Anderson, W. Va., in 19S6, 
after serving 6tt years of a 10-year 
sentence for treason. 


She has refused to talk to reporters 


for 20 years. 


THE 
3»,00«-MEMBER Japanese- 


American Citizens League says she 
was a victim of "postwar prejudice" 
and is circulating petitions urging 


President Ford to grant her a full and 
unconditional pardon. 


"If he is still pardon-shy because of 


Nixon, we will wait a while before we 
filer a formal request," said Dr. Clif- 
ford Uyeda, chairman of the National 
Committee for Iva Toguri. 


Two former presidents have refused 


to pardon Mrs. D'Aquino. 


Mrs. D'Aquino, born in Los Angeles 


July 4,1918, went to Japan to care for 
a sick aunt in 1941 and was told her 
citizenship was in doubt when she 
tried to return to the United States.

Carter wins, Reagan close in primary

Jimmy Carter beat four liberal 


Democratic challengers with unex- 
pected ease in New Hampshire's 
primary Tuesday night, while Ronald 
Reagan clung to a narrow, in- 
conclusive lead over President Ford 
in the GOP balloting. 


Throughout the, evening Reagan's 


lead ranged from 300 to almost 1,000 
votes. 


Carter captured nearly every dis- 


trict in the state, except for the col- 
lege towns of Hanover and Durham, 
where he lost to the runner-up, Rep. 
Morris Udall of Arizona. 


WITH 35 PER 'CENT of the vote 


counted, the totals were: Reagan 
23,592 — 51 per cent, and Ford 22,493 


Ronald 'Reagan, according to offi- 


cials at Ms campaign headquarters in 
Des Plaines, Is tentatively scheduled 
to appear at a rally at Herwy High 
School, Arlington Heights, March 11. 


— 49 per cent 


Oh the Democratic side, with 39 per 


cent counted, the former Georgia gov- 
ernor led. Udall, Sen. Birch Bayh of 
Indiana, former Sen. Fred Harris of 
Oklahoma and Sargent Shriver. The 
vote was Carter, 11,255, 31 per cent; 
Udall, 8,397, 23 per cent; Bayh, 6,205, 
17 per cent; Harris, 3,961, 11 per cent; 
and Shriver, 3,372, 9 per cent. 


At Reagan's Illinois headquarters, 


volunteers spent' much of the evening 
making,phone calls and stuffing en- 
velops with ears cocked'toward radio 
and television reports of the New 
Hampshire results. 


A' '"larger than normal crowd" 


packed the Des Plaines office making- 
for crowded working conditions, and 
temperatures in the high 80s. 


U.S. Rep. Phillip M. Crane, R-12th, 


Reagans' Illinois campaign director, 
said the preliminary results from New 
Hampshire were '"vastly beyond what 
had been indicated." 


WHILE CRANE SAID the results 


would have an impact on the Florida 
primary March 9 and Illinois' March 
16 primary, he was not willing to up- 


grade projections of a 40 to 45 per 
cent of the vote for Reagan here. 


In Washington, officials of Ford's 


election suggested former President 
Richard Nixon's China trip cost Ford 
votes.

Stuart Spencer said: "If President 
Ford loses . . . Richard Nixon will be 
the reason." 


Crane discounted the China specula- 


tion. He said "Mr. Nixon's trip had 
little political significance." 


Carter, with his strong New Hamp- 


shire showing, became the man to 
beat. He accepted victory as an in- 
dication "that being from the south 
was not the handicap than many 
people thought it would be in New 
England's.

Friday to Mrs.'Hill's apartment to 
give her the weekend to vacate, "but 
she didn't even to that," the manager 
said. "We've gone along with her a 
long time,',' she said, adding, "I really 
feel ba'd about this."

chiatrist testified Tuesday that Patri- 
cia Hearst became mentally ill out of 
fear of her kidnapers and joined a 
bank robberty and shot up a store like 
a child trying to please its parents. 


Dr. Louis J. West, head of the psy- 


chiatry department at UCLA, said 
Miss Hearst still has a "traumatic 
neurosis" which eventually may be 
cured with treatment and • friendly 
surroundings and that she has shown 
considerable improvement in the past 
few weeks. 


West was the first of three psy- 


chiatrists to be called by the defense 
to bolster its claim that the Hibernia 
bank robbery was not a voluntary act 
and that the 22-year-old heiress there- 
fore should be acquitted on the bank 
holdup charge. 


AFTER COMPLETING his direct 


testimony, West was put under cross 
examination by prosecution lawyer 
David Bancroft, who brought out that 
the psychiatrist wrote Miss Hearst's 
mother and father while she was still 
in SLA captivity. 


"You wrote expressing sympathy 


and told them they should not despair 
because if she was returned to them 
alive it might turn out slie is in such 
condition that she could be helped and 
subsequently restored to health, is 
that not correct?" asked Bancroft. 


"Yes," said West. "I wrote to them 


as one parent to another. I got no re- 
ply and I expected none." 


The psychiatrist also said that dur- 


ing 23 hours of questioning Miss

Dist. 62 expects to spend $1.4 mil- 


lion more than it will receive in reve- 
nue in the 1976-77 school year if cur- 
rent programs and staffing are main- 
tained. 


EARLIER THIS month the board 


directed the administration to pare 
$700,000 from the budget. The district 
will not go into deficit spending this 
year or next year because of a cur- 
rent $2.8 million surplus in funds. 


The board also is'discussing cuts in 


teachers, which would increase class 
sizes, and cuts in the number of art, 
music and physical education teach- 
ers, student services such as guidance 
counselors and social workers, and 
textbook and equipment purchases. 


"We now have short-term solu- 


tions," Birchfield said. "Now we have 
to take a look at the hard numbers — 
'the revenues, expenses and enroll- 
ment — to get a solid perspective of 
the nature of the education program 
we should be providing."

Des Plaines Mayor Herbert H. Beh- 


rel Tuesday called on Forest Hospital 
to sell four homes it owns on the north 
side of Rand Road in an effort to im- 
prove relations with area residents. 


At his weekly press conference, 


Behrel said relations between the resi- 
dents and the psychiatric hqspital, 555 
Wilson Ln., probably wlmld be im- 
proved if the hospital confined ex- 
pansion plans to the south side of 
Rand Road. 


Residents of the area north of Rand 


Road wish to maintain the "residen- 
tial character" of the area. Some also 
fear escapes by patients undergoing 
psychiatric treatment. 


The hospital has used the homes for 


classes, and has considered them in 
future expansion plans. However, 
those plans are not definite. 


"I SUGGESTED THAT to him 


(Morris Squire, hospital president) 
more than two years ago," Behrel 
said. "I think if the hospital stays on 
the south side of Rand Road the resi- 
dents would feel a lot better." 


The four homes are at 1770, 1796 


1800 and 1840 Rand Rd. - 


The mayor said he believes Forest 


Hospital should sell the houses before 
it comes to the city with any ex- 
pansion plans. In the last two years 
the city has turned down two requests 
by the hospital to expand. 


"They've got to show good faith and 


sell those homes first,',' Behrel said. 
"As soon as you start with this busi- 
ness that Til sell those home if you 
do this,' you're talking deals and the 
residents get suspicious." 


At a meeting Monday night, Squire 


said he might agree not to expand 
north of Rand Road, but said he 
would like some assurances from the 
city that the hospital could expand on 
its property south of Rand Road. 


"IF I WAS ABLE to go up to 10 or 


15 stories I wouldn't have to go over 
(Rand Road)," Squire said. 


Clyde Barlett, president of the Haw- 


thorne Lane Civic Assn., said the 
primary concern of residents is "to 
contain the hospital to the south side 
of Rand Road." 


Michael Richardson, city director of 


planning and zoning, said residents 
also are concerned because North 
School, 1789 Rand Rd., is adjacent to 
the hospital. 


"You really should not have those 


uses next to each other because they 
generally are not compatible," he 
said. "I think if it weren't for the 
school, the people would be content to 
contain Forest Hospital south'of Rand 
Road." 


HOSPITAL OFFICIALS have ex- 


pressed concern over a recent city 
council decision placing Forest Hospi- 
tal and other psychiatric hospitals 
into a more restrictive special-use 
zoning category. They said the change 
could harnber the hospital's expansion 
plans. 


Squire said the hospital needs to in- 


crease treatment facilities, parking 
and facilities for training its staff. He 
said hospital officials are willing to 
work with city officials and residents 
in planning the expansion. 


Behrel has set up a special city 


council committee to meet with hospi- 
tal officials to discuss the hospital's 
expansion plans and ways of improv- 
ing city-hospital relations. Relations 
between the city and hospital have 
been strained in the last few years be- 
cause of a lawsuit and several zoning 
disputes.

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'What is ail alternative school?'

There's a lot of talk in Elk Grove 


Township Dist. 59 about developing an 
alternative school, but many district 
residents have one question: Just 
what is an alternative school? 


Some residents told the board of 


education this week that many district 
parents were confused about what an 
alternative school would offer. 


A questionnaire asking parents if 


they would send their children to an 
alternative school which stressed bas- 
ic academic subjects and firm behav- 
ior standards was confusing, parents 
said. 


Board members originally intended 


to make a final decision at their'board 
meeting March 1 on whether an al- 
ternative school would be offered this 
fall, but instead agreed to consider a 
resolution to hold public hearings to 
provide the community with more in- 
formation. 


ASSOCIATE SUPT. Robert Brower 


said he is drawing up a resolution for 
board 
consideration 
which would 


schedule the public hearings for four 
nights beginning March 8 throughout 
the district. Brower said the board 
could meet March 12 to make the fi- 
nal decision on the school. 


Brower said the public hearings 


would probably involve a formal pre- 
sentation on what the school would of- 
fer and a question-and-answer period. 


Brower said alternative schools 


have beqn created throughout the 
country, but most are in1 the liberal 
vein. Residents of Dist. 59, however, 
have expressed a need for a more 
conservative alternative school "of a 
competitive academic type," he said. 


A broad description of the school 


that the board and administration 
have in mind is one which will "em- 
phasize a teaching method which is 
large group, lecture-oriented and 
competitive," Brower said. 


"IT IS MEANT to be an alternate to 


our current schools which rely upon a 
teaching method which is small-group 
oriented, individually paced and utili- 
zes carefully controlled competitive 
pressures," Brower said. 


Suggestions in the profile are: 
• Emphasis would be placed on 


reading, grammar, spelling, hand- 
writing, composition, foreign lan- 
guage, math, history, geography and 
science. 


• Art, music and physical educa- 


tion would be considered secondary 
subjects taught only when time per- 
mits. Industrial arts and home eco- 
nomics would not be taught. 


• The school will eventually be of- 


feed to students in grades 1 to 8. 


• Adult standards of behavior will 


be required, and dress codes will be 
maintained. There will -be punish- 
ments for infraction of rules. 


A CONTROVERSIAL point at the 


meeting was whether the school 


should be offered at one centrally-lo- 
cated school or at as many schools as 
possible. 


Brower said one factor in favor of a 


central location is money. He esti- 
mated that it would cost the district 
about $10,000 to establish the school 
in one location, but more locations 
would require more resources, pri- 
marily secretarial. 


Brower said the school would be 


open to all students whose parents 
and teachers thought they could func- 


tion better in a more directed school. 


'-'This shouldn't be a school just for 


talented kids or disturbed kids, but 
for kids who could learn better in a 
more structured environment," Bro- 
wer said. "They might be just aver- 
age kids who need more stimulation. 


"Providing at least two styles of 


education for the youngsters is the 
real breakthrough," 
Brower said. 


"Before there was one model for ev- 
eryone, and everyone was pushed into 
the model. The advantage here is that 
we could provide an alternative." 
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Drug crackdown agency 
fears financial failure

The Metropolitan Enforcement 


Group, an undercover drug enforce- 
ment agency facea financial uncer- 
tainty, and its director, John Hinchy, 
says he does not know how much 
longer it will function. 


Hinchy said MEG "couldn't go it" 


for the full 1976-77 fiscal year on the 
$175;000 in federal money alloted 
recently by the Illinois Law Enforce- 
ment Commission. He said he had 
asked for $350,000 for the year from 
July 1 to June 30 — about $150,000 less 
than the agency received the last fis- 
cal year. 


John Fahnestock, an ILEC police 


specialist, said the drug unit should 
have money to function through Dec. 
31, but "beyond Dec. 31, any extra is 
highly unlikely." 


Hinchy questioned ILEC priorities, 


saying they needed reevalidation. 


Fahnestock said the amount of mon- 


ey channeled into the Law Enforce- 
ment Assistance Administration sys- 
tem has been cut substantially and 
there had been many cutbacks, in- 
cluding elimination of programs. 


"THAT'S EXACTLY what we're go- 


ing to do — collapse — unless some- 
thing drastic happens," Hinchy said. 


The funding would not affect man- 


power. There are 25 Cook County 
Sheriff's policemen in the agency, 
along with, 20' policemen from the 
participating suburban communities, 
including many Northwest suburban 
towns. 


The cuts would affect office and 


auto leasing, along with "buy" mon- 
ey, office staff and monthly bills. 
"Money is the name of the narcotics 
game," Hinchy said. "If we don't 
have the money to make the buys, we 
can't arrest anyone." 


Although only 10 per cent of the 


budget goes for buy money, telephone 
bills run as high as $25,000 a year for 
the agency, Hinchy said. "We cut 
costs considerably from last year," he 
said, noting satellite offices had to be 
shut down. 


HINCHY SAID he will consult with 


the council of police chiefs that gov- 
erns the agency to see if money can 
be found to fund MEG. "Obviously, 
the county does not have the funds to 
do it," he said. "And each town is 
faced with this same predicament." 


Since MEG's inception in Dec. 1, 


1971, the unit has arrested 2,968 drug 
dealers, seized $9.5 million worth of 
drugs and is responsible for funneling 
information about $2.4 million of unre- 
ported dealers' income to the Internal 
Revenue Service, Hinchy said. 


"The need for a MEG unit has in- 


creased out here," he said. "We used 
to find when we made a connection 
out here, it took us to Chicago for he- 
roin. But now, we make a connection 
out here, and we don't go to Chicago 
hardy anymore. 


"This will make the dealers very 


happy," Hinchy added.

SAN FRANCISCO (DPI) - A psy- 


chiatrist testified Tuesday that Patri- 
cia Hearst became mentally ill out of 
fear of her kidnapers and joined a 
bank robberty and shot up a store like 
a child trying to please its parents. 


Dr. Louis J. West, head of the psy- 


chiatry department at UCLA, said 
Miss Hearst still has a "traumatic 
neurosis" which eventually may be 
cured with treatment and friendly 
surroundings and that she has shown 
considerable improvement in the past 
few weeks. 


West was the first of three psy- 


chiatrists to be called by the defense 
to bolster its claim that the Hibernia 
bank robbery was not a voluntary act 
and that the 22-year-old heiress there- 
fore should be acquitted on the bank 
holdup charge. 


AFTER COMPLETING his direct 


testimony, West was put under cross 
examination by prosecution lawyer 
David Bancroft, who brought out that 
the psychiatrist wrote Miss Hearst's 
mother and father while she was still 
in SLA captivity. 


"You wrote expressing sympathy 


and told them they should not despair 
because if she was returned to them 
alive it might turn out she is in such 
condition that she could be helped and 
subsequently restored to health, is 
that not correct?" asked Bancroft. 


"Yes," said West. "I wrote to them 


as one parent to another. I got no re- 
ply and I expected none." 


The psychiatrist also said that dur- 


ing 23 hours of questioning Miss 
Hearst in jail, for a period beginning

The Wille Hardware Store,, 100 


W. Northwest Hwy., Mount Pros- 
pect, has seen finer days. 


In 1880 the Wille, family opened 


a cheese shop on the site, which 
later turned into a brick and feed 
store, and eventually expanded to 
include all kinds of hardware. 
Business was booming then. 


But Tuesday it was just the 


shell of a building, stripped of the 
family name and its 100-year tra- 
dition. Home and outdoor goods 
that once lined the store's orderly 
aisles were being auctioned off 
during the first of a four-day pub- 
lic sale. 


EVERY ITEM was tagged with 


a lot number and accounted for on 
an official ledger. 


An estimated 1,300 items and 


packages will be auctioned each 
day through Friday, and the liqui- 
dation proceeds will be used to 
pay off the debts that remain fol- 
lowing the company's 
recent 


bankruptcy. 


The bankruptcy of the Mount 


Prospect store and a newer fami- 
ly branch in Hoffman Estates was. 
inevitable, the owners said, be- 
cause the economy is so bad and 
big business is forcing the little 
man out of the market. 


More than 50 people paid a $50 


admission fee to participate in the 
auction Tuesday morning. They 
scanned the items in the store be- 
fore the sale to list the merchan- 
dise they would bid on. 


Some were professionals at this 


game; the owners of businesses 
who frequent auctions to buy bulk 
Items at a low price. 


OTHERS, who watched in be- 


wilderment at the rapidity of 
events, were greenhorns who 
came out of curiosity. 


The sale of donuts and coffee, 


and heavy security by Andy Frain 
ushers, contributed to the carnival 
atmosphere of the crowd. 


"Let's lay the ground rules 


here," bellowed auctioneer Mi- 
chael Gordon, who sat high on a 
stool with a clip board in bis 
hand. 


"You pay by cash or certified 


check. Goods aren't picked up un- 
til Saturday. You put 25 per cent 
of the total cost of the items down 
as a deposit before you leave to- 
day," he said, scanning the crowd 
through cigaret smoke. 


The hefty admission fee would 


keep out the less serious buyers, 
and the cash purchases would en- 
sure the American Auction Assn., 
Inc., Chicago, wouldn't lose any 


money on the sale, he said. 


"WE GO FAST and we don't 


play with this stuff. We have a lot 
to sell and we're going to sell ev- 
ery bit of it," Gordon said. "Don't 
raise your paddle unless it's a 
serious bid." 


The paddle was a large white 


slip with a letter code at the top 
to Identify the bidder. Amateurs 
were warned and the fiasco be- 
gan. 


One woman, with a despondent 


look, emerged from the crowd, 
saying, "What am I going to do 
with 14 gallons of paint that cost 
me $6 each. What's my husband 
going to say?" 


She was a novice who Impul- 


sively raised her paddle, was sur- 
prisingly awarded the bid, and 
didn't realize what she had done 
until it was all over. 


"I didn't come here to bid,"

31, but "beyond Dec. 31, any extra is 
highly unlikely." 


Htachy questioned ILEC priorities, 


saying they needed reevalutation. 


Fahnestock said the amount of mon- 


ey channeled into the Law Enforce- 
ment Assistance Administration sys- 
tem has been cut substantially and 
there had been many cutbacks, in- 
cluding elimination of programs. 


"THAT'S EXACTLY what we're go- 


ing to do — collapse — unless some- 
thing drastic happens," Hinchy said.

Carter wins; Ford, Reagan deadlock

Democrat Jimmy Carter won a 


comfortable victory in the New 
Hampshire Primary that he said 
could boost him to a first ballot Presi- 
dential nomination. Ronald Reagan 
'and President Ford, meantime, were 
locked in a dead heat Wednesday 
morning in the GOP race. 
. Reagan told supporters his showing 
"far exceeded our expectations." In 
Washington, Ford was reported con- 
fident he would pull out the cliff-hang- 
er. All night, fewer than 1,000 votes 
separated the two Republicans- 
> 


With 49 per cent of votes counted, 


the totals were: Reagan 30,710 — 50 
per cent; Ford 30, 627 — 50 per 
cent. On the Democratic side, with 
51 per cent counted, the former 


Ronald Reagan, according to offi- 


cials at his campaign headquarter* in 
DM Platan, is tentatively scheduled 
to appear at a rally at Mersey High 
School, Arlington Heights, March 11. 


Georgia governor led UdaB, Sen. 
Birch Bayh of Indiana, former Sen. 
Fred Harris of Oklahoma and Sargent 
Shriver. The vote was Carter 14,162, 
31 per cent; Udall 10,581, 23 per cent; 
Bayh 7,505, 16 per cent; Harris 5, 245, 
12 per cent; and Shriver, 4,093, 9 per 
cent. 


Sen. Hubert Humphrey, who insists 


he is not a candidate, got 2,123 — 5 


per cent — in a write-in campaign. 


At Reagan's Illinois headquarters, 


volunteers spent much of the evening 
making phone calls and stuffing en- 
velops with ears cocked toward radio 
and television reports of the New 
Hampshire results. 


A "larger than normal crowd" 


packed the Des Plauies office making 
for crowded working conditions and 
temperatures in the high 90s. 


U.S. Rep. Phillip M. Crane, R-12th, 


Reagans' Illinois campaign director, 
said the preliminary results from New 
Hampshire were "vastly beyond what 
had been indicated." 


WHILE CRANE SAID the results 


would have an impact on the Florida 
primary March 9 and Illinois' March 
16 primary, he was not willing to up- 


grade projections of a 40 to 45 per 
cent of the vote for Reagan here. 


In Washington, officials of 'Ford's 


election suggested former President 
Richard Nixon's China trip cost Ford 
votes. Deputy campaign 
director 


Stuart Spencer said: "If President 
Ford loses . . . Richard Nixon will be 
the reason." 


Crane discounted the China specula- 


tion. He said "Mr. Nixon's trip had 
little political significance." 


Carter, with his strong New Hamp- 


shire showing, became the man to 
beat. He accepted victory as an in- 
dication "that being from the south 
was not the handicap than many 
people thought it would be in New 
England's.

3 pupils confess 
to Field damage; 
get suspension 


Three 12-year-old pupils at Field 


School, 51 St. Armand Ln., Wheeling, 
have confessed to vandalizing the 
school Sunday. 


Wheeling Det. Sgt. William Ralston, 


who headed the police investigation, 
said the three pupils admitted respon- 
sibility for the vandalism spree Mon- 
day afternoon. 


Wheeling-Buffalo Grove Dist. 21 of- 


ficials have given the pupils the max- 
i m u m five-day suspension from 
school. Further .disciplinary action 
against the trio will be discussed next 
week in a conference between parents 
and school administrators 


Police said the three are too young 


to be prosecuted for criminal damage 
or trespassing, and have been turned 
over to their parents 


SCHOOL OFFICIALS are estimat- 


ing total damage to the school at 
$4,000 to $6,000, but an inventory of 
losses is still in progress. 


Damage was so extensive that the 


school building was closed Monday. 
The vandals used hammers to break 
wire-reinforced windows in at least 25 
of the school's 36 classrooms. Desks 
were overturned and file cabinets 
knocked over, with their contents 
strewn throughout the hallways. An 
aquarium and several tape recorders 
also were smashed. 


RALSTON SAID police received tips 


from youngsters at the school and 
"one thing led to another." 


"We talked to a lot of people and 


one kid said he heard something 
about it," said Ralston. "The three 
kids really have no reason for it ex- 
cept they decided they would do it" 
Ralston also said fingerprints and 
footprints lifted from the scene helped 
police investigators. 


RALSTON SAID the trio forced en- 


try to the building through a door in 
the northeast side of the building. Po- 
lice said the pupils vandalized the

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - A psy- 


chiatrist testified Tuesday that Patri- 
cia Hearst became mentally ill out of 
fear of her kidnapers and joined a 
bank robberty and shot up a store like 
a child trying to please its parents. 


Dr. Louis J. West, head of the psy- 


chiatry department at UCLA, said 
Miss Hearst still has a "traumatic 
neurosis" which eventually may be 
cured with treatment and friendly 
surroundings and that she has shown 
considerable improvement in the past 
few weeks. 


West was the first of three psy- 


chiatrists to be called by the defense 
to bolster its claim that the Hiberma 
bank robbery was not a voluntary act 
and that the 22-year-old heiress there- 
fore should be acquitted on the bank 
holdup charge. 


AFTER COMPLETING his direct 


testimony, West was put under cross 
examination by prosecution lawyer 
David Bancroft, who brought out that 
the psychiatrist wrote Miss Hearst's 
mother and father while she was still 
in SLA captivity. 


"You wrote expressing sympathy 


and told them they should not despair 
because if she was returned to them 
alive it might turn out she is hi such 
condition that she could be helped and 
subsequently restored to health, is 
that not correct?" asked Bancroft 


"Yes," said West. "I wrote to them 


as one parent to another. I got no re- 
ply and I expected none." 


The psychiatrist also said that dur- 


ing 23 hours of questioning Miss 
Hearst in jail, for a period beginning

24-hour care facilities 
urged for state child unit 


The development of more 24-hour 


residential care facilities for children 
has been recommended as a way to 
improve the services of the Illinois 
Dept. of Children and Family Ser- 
vices. 


James A. Mooney, director of diag- 


nostic services for the North Subur- 
ban Special Education District, sug- 
gested using revenue-sharing funds to 
local communities can develop facil- 
ities to handle problem children. 


Mooney was one of several persons 


to testify during hearings into the de- 
partment being conducted by the 
Lake County Law and Judicial Com- 
mittee. The hearings came to a tem- 
porary bait Tuesday following a de- 
fense of the department by James 
Smith, the area coordinator. 


ASSOCIATE CIRCUIT Court Judge 


Harry Hartel Jr., a Juvenile court 
judge, testified that most of the de- 
partment's problems stem from a 
lack of 24-hour can facilities. 


"We should be building those facil- 


ities to see that these children aren't 
falling through the cracks in the sys- 
tem," Hartel said. 


Hartel said several years ago the 


department was placing too many 
children in residential care facilities 
but has not reversed that situation. 


The Lake and McHenry counties re- 


gional department office places fewer 
children than any other in the state, 
Hartel said. "This means they are ei- 
ther doing a fantastic job of keeping 
kids in a family situation or they are 
not providing special care for those 
who need it." Hartel said. 


R. Dennis Burns, regional director 


of the department, said the depart- 
ment is directed by law to attempt to 
keep families together, and added, 
"We have found we can serve chil- 
dren better if we exhaust all possi- 
bilities to keep a family together be- 
fore we try placement." 


THOMAS LEMPCKE, a social 


worker with the Zlon Police Depart- 
ment, told of communications prog- 
lems with the department, and sug- 
gested that a criteria for evaluating 
family situations, child abuse and oth- 
er aspects of service be made public. 
Other agencies could then use the 
criteria in referring cases to the de- 
partment, Lempcke said. 


William Vickers, director of special 


education at the Waukegan School 
Dbt. 60, said the department had a 
high staff turnover rate making 
school contacts difficult. Other prob- 
lems cited by Vickers included lack of 
communication, poor followup on 
cases, inappropriate placements of 
children, poor foster care service and 
incompetency of case workers. 


Burns said that his department, 


covering Lake and McHenry counties, 
handles 800 to 900 cases at a time. 
Complaints on four or five cases is a 
small proportion, be said. 


Smith called several clients and for- 


mer clients to testify in defense of the 
department. 


CHARLES STEPHENS, program 


director of the Lake County Youth 
Home, said the youth home's staff has 
had nothing but good experiences with 
the department. "I can't say enough' 
good things about them. They come 
out and work with us on cases and 
they share information and ex- 


pertise," Stephens said. 


A foster parent told of department 


case workers responding to problems 
in the middle of the night. The parents 
of two problem children testified how 
the department is bringing their fami- 
ly back together again. 


A 17-year-old ward of the depatment 


told of how the department found fos- 
ter homes and obtained a job for him. 


An umbrella of coordinated services 


to help the child with severe problems 
is in the formative stage and should 
be in operation by April of this year, 
Burns said. 


Many of the cases presented during 


the week were "undocumented half- 
truths and distortions," Smith said 
Tuesday. "Our difficulties are no 
more or greater than any other agen- 
cy in the county," he added. 


Smith cited problems of turnover in 


other juvenile justice agencies in the 
county and of slow court action on 
child abuse cases.

the agency, Hinchy said. "We cut 
costs considerably from last year," he 
said, noting satellite offices had to be 
shut down. 


HINCHY SAID he will consult with 


the council of police chiefs that gov- 
erns the agency to see if money can 
be found to fund MEG. "Obviously, 
the county does not have the funds to 
do it," he said. "And each town is 
faced with this same predicament." 


Since MEG's inception in Dec. 1, 


1971, the unit has arrested 2,968 drug 
dealers, seized $9.5 million worth of 
drugs and is responsible for tunneling 
information about $2.4 million of wire- 
ported dealers' income to the Internal 
Revenue Service, Hinchy said. 


"The need for a MEG unit has in- 


creased out here," he said. "We used 
to find when we made a connection 
out here, it took us to Chicago for he- 
roin. But now, we make a connection 
out here, and we don't go to Chicago 
hardly anymore. 


"This will make the dealers very 


happy," Hinchy added. 


8 Bicentennial road signs

'What is an alternative school?'

Recycling unit 
dies; newspaper 
pickups passed 


The Elk Grove Village Board Tues- 


day night voted to close the village 
recycling center, but gave the village 
scavenger service approval to begin 
pickups of newspaper for recycling. 


The board vote was unanimous in 


the face of a report from Gary Par- 
rin, village administrative assistant, 
which said the center has lost $635.68 
since May. Trustee Edward W. Kenna 
Jr. was absent. 


Joseph Stob, a representative of 


Garden City Disposal Co., Rosemont, 
said his firm would begin the news- 
paper pickup about March 1 hi the 
residential portion of the village that 
is north of Landmeir Road 


REFERRING TO his firm's pickup 


of newspaper as just as experiment at 
this point, Stob said he felt starting 
with a single area of the village first 
would enable any "bugs" to be 
worked out of the system. 


"Probably by the end of July, hope- 


fully, we will have the entire town 
covered," Stob said. 


Stob said the price paid for paper 


brought in for recycling decreases 
when different types of papers are 
mixed He said, "If we can get the 
people interested enought to just sepa- 
rate it into pure newsprint, we can get 
$25 a ton." 


It was estimated by Stob that 25 


tons per month of newsprint could be 
collected if 50 per cent of the resi- 
dents participate by putting out bun- 
dled newsprint with their garbage on 
collection days. 


"WE DON'T REALLY want the 


money, Stob said, explaining why his 
firm will share any profit from the 
recycling with the village. He said his 
firm was interested in eliminating 
newsprint from the refuse it has to 
bury in landfill because landfill costs 
are rising. 


Trustee George T Specs asked that 


the finance department set up an 
ecology fund to handle any profits 
from the operation. The funds could 
then be used for beautification and

Patty made 'mentally ill/ 
acted out of fear: doctor 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) — A psy- 


chiatrist testified Tuesday that Patri- 
cia Hearst became mentally ill out of 
fear of her kidnapers and joined a 
bank robberty and shot up a store like 
a child trying to please its parents. 


Dr. Louis J. West, head of the psy- 


chiatry 'department at UCLA, said 
Miss Hearst still has a "traumatic 
neurosis" which eventually may be 
cured with treatment and friendly 
surroundings and that she has shown 
considerable improvement in the past 
few weeks. 


West was the first of three psy- 


chiatrists to be called by the defense 
to bolster its claim that the Hiberma 
bank robbery was not a voluntary act 
and that the 22-year-old heiress there- 
fore should be acquitted on the bank 
holdup charge. 


AFTER COMPLETING his direct 


testimony, West was put under cross 
examination by prosecution lawyer 
David Bancroft, who brought out that 
the psychiatrist wrote Miss Hearst's 
mother and father while she was still 
in SLA captivity. 


"You wrote expressing sympathy 


and told them they should not despair 
because if she was returned to them 
alive it might turn out she is in such 
condition that she could be helped and 
subsequently restored to health, is 
that not correct?" asked Bancroft. 


"Yes," said West. "I wrote to them 


as one parent to another. I got no re- 
ply and I expected none." 


The psychiatrist also said that dur- 


ing 23 hours of questioning Miss 
Hearst in jail, for a period beginning

erns the agency to see if money can 
be found to fund MEG. "Obviously, 
the county does not have the funds to 
do it," he said. "And each town is 
faced with this same predicament." 


Since MEG's inception in Dec. 1, 


1971, the unit has arrested 2,968 drug 
dealers, seized $9.5 million worth of 
drugs and is responsible for funneling 
information about $2.4 million of unre- 
ported dealers' income to the Internal 
' Revenue Service, Hinchy said. 


"The need for a MEG unit has in- 


creased out here," he said. "We used 
to find when we made a connection 
out here, it took us to Chicago for he- 
roin. But now, we make a connection 
out here, and we don't go to Chicago 
hardly anymore. 


"This will make the dealers very

for Dist. 59 finances 


Financial projections for Elk Grove 


Township Dist. 58 for the next several 
years continue, to look bleak, accord- 
ing ,to figures presented to the board 
Tuesday night. 


Arthur Perry, assistant superintend- 


ent for administrative services, pre- 
sented figures Tuesday showing a 
slowdown in the district's assessed 
valuation, a steady drop in state aid 
funding to the district and a continued 
increase in expenses — all factors 
that will push the district into spend- 
ing more money than it will receive in 
revenue. 


The equalized assessed valuation in 


the district jumped from about $377 
million in the 1972-73 school year to 
about $523 million in 1975-76, a 38 per 
cent increase. Projection for the 1976- 
77 school year show an assessed valu- 
ation of about $537 million increasing 
to about $590 million by 1979-80, only a 
13 per cent jump. 


AT THE SAME time, Perry's fig- 


ures show state aid to the district peak 
ed in 1973-74, with $3.43 million com- 
ing in under'the then new state aid 
foimula. Projections show that by the 
1978-79 school year the district will 
only receive $991,308 or about $48 a 
student. 


"State aid is dropping to such a 


point (for Dist. 59) that no matter 


what the state does they can't hurt 
us," Perry said. 


Because of the state aid drop the 


district will have to depend on local 
money raised through property taxes. 
The district received a 25 cent per 
$100 equalized assessed valuation tax 
increase last fall and that money will 
begin coming in to the district during 
the 1976-77 school year 


Even with the tax increase, revenue 


will not meet projected expenses, Per- 
ry said. 


WITH A 6 per cent increase per 


year in expenses, brought about by in- 
creases in salaries and inflation, ex- 
penses will exceed revenue by about 
$3 million by the 1978-79 school year, 
the projections show. 
' 


"The task before the board is to 


close that gap as much as possible," 
Perry said. 


Board Pres. Judy Zanca said the 


district 
will have to reduce ex- 


penditures "this year, next year and 
each and every year " 


The Dist. 59 board is in the midst of 


studying what effect a balanced budg- 
et will have on the current education- 
al program Perry's report was one of 
a series of projections board members 
have requested to determine ways of 
increasing revenue and cutting ex- 
penses.

and tomahawks. All are in the library 
display. 


When a site is discovered, Smith 


said the area is surveyed and an ap- 


proximate age assigned to it. Then a 
record of the find is sent to the state 
to obtain a site number for future 
identification. 


"We're amateur acheologists, not 


excavatiomsts," Smith said 
"We 


don't do any digging that regular 
archeologists do. We ju£t spot a site 
and identify it." 


He criticizes "pothunting" practices 


in which a person "cleans out" a site 
just to add to a personal collection. 


"POT HUNTERS DON'T know any- 


thing abou( the history of the site or 
how to record it properly," Smith 
said. "These people just get them (ar- 
tifacts) and put them away in their 
private collections. By doing this, they 
are lost forever." Smith has found 
several sites in the Hoffman Estates- 
S c h a u m b u r g area and has in- 
vestigated sites found by others. 


Three major area sites are one mile 


west of the library near Barrington 
Road, east of Woodfield Mall where 
th^ Northwest Tollway crosses Golf 
Road and a large site in Wood Dale 


"There are sites all over," he said. 


"There are lots more in the area and 
some in Elk Grove Village "

No great pride can be sensed in

which featured huge payoffs to po- 
litical boss James Stavros, a 
strong-armed former Wheeling 
T o w n s h i p Democratic com- 
mltteeman who purportedly "ran" 
the community. 


Federal investigators uncovered 


no reason to indict George Pas- 
solt. the hard working and some- 
times misunderstood village man- 
ager who had served Wheeling in 
many capacities since 1965. 


Passolt's unlucky day came lat- 


er. 


He fell victim of that scandal, 


too. a victim of ensuing commu- 
nity anger which really has not 
subsided, only diminished some- 
what. 


THERE WAS no crime. He just 


did not project the correct "im- 
age." 


G e o r g e Passolt represented

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) — A psy- 


chiatrist testified Tuesday that Patri- 
cia Hearst became mentally ill out of 
fear of her kidnapers and joined a 
bank robberty and shot up a store like 
a child trying to please its parents. 


Dr. Louis J. West, head of the psy- 


chiatry department at UCLA, said 
Miss Hearst still has a "traumatic 
neurosis" which eventually may be 
cured with treatment and friendly 
surroundings and that she has shown 
considerable improvement in the past 
few weeks. 


West was the first of three psy- 


chiatrists to be called by the defense 
to bolster its claim that the Hibernia 
bank robbery was not a voluntary act 
and that the 22-year-old heiress there- 
fore should be acquitted on the bank 
holdup charge. 


AFTER COMPLETING his direct 


testimony, West was put under cross 
examination by prosecution lawyer 
David Bancroft, who brought out that 
the psychiatrist wrote Miss Hearst's 
mother and father while she was still 
in SLA captivity. 


"You wrote expressing sympathy 


and told them they should not despair 
because if she was returned to them 
alive it might turn out she is in such 
condition that she could be helped and 
subsequently restored to health, is 
that not correct7" asked Bancroft. 


"Yes," said West "I wrote to them 


as one parent to another. I got no re- 
ply and I expected none." 


The psychiatrist also said that dur-

Howard Isaacson can tell you it 


Isn't cheap to raise and keep two 
ponies as pets. And if it wasn't for 
his two grandchildren who adore 
the equlnes, Isaacson might have 
given them up long ago. 


But he's not the kind of guy who 


likes being told after 15 years that 
the ponies must go, even if it's the 
Village of Schaumburg doing the 
telling. 


The Floyd Shafer family feels a 


lot the same way about its six 
rabbits, nine chickens and four 
ducks. 


AND BOTH THE Shafers and 


Isaacson are preparing for a fight 
to keep their animals. 


The situation involves a village 


ordinance which prohibits the har- 
boring or raising of an assortment 
of barnyard animals, fowl and 
other nondomestic creatures. The 
village health department says 
the Shafers and Isaacson are vio- 
lating the code. 


The two families, both of Pleas- 


ant Drive In Schaumburg, were 
served notices of the violations 
last month. They've refused, how- 
ever, to get rid of the animals and 
say they won't do so despite any 
village edicts. 


"They sent me the animal ordi- 


nance in the mail today," Mrs. 
Shfer said Tuesday. "We have 
more than an acre of land here 
and when we bought the house (in 
July 1973) the real estate man 
never said we couldn't have ani- 
mals. 


"ALL THEY SAID was we 


couldn't have any cows." 


"I've had the ponies for 15 


years," Isaacson said. "When I 
bought the place it had a covenant 
(permitting the animals). It (cov- 
enant) is good for 20 years and 
when the time Is up I can vote to 
continue it another 10 years." 


Isaacson's ponies are kept in a 


barn on his 2%-acre residence, 
and the Shafers, who raised their 
animals for 13-year-old Gerald 
Shafer's Boy Scout projects, keep 
their flocks in Individual coops 
and cages on their 1-acre parcel. 


"None of our neighbors has ever 


complained," Isaacson said. "I 
don't see where the big squawk 
Is." 


"WE'VE NEVER had a com- 


plaint, not a one," Mrs. Shafer 
said. "In fact, we even thought of 
getting rid of our rooster because 
he crows all the time, but my 
neighbor said, 'Oh, no, don't do 
that. It's so nice to hear in the 
summertime.'" 


Robert Grossman, village 


health-director, is hoping the situ- 
ations can be resolved with the 
cooperation of the two families. 


"All we have done is serve no- 


tice' and ask for their cooperation 
to get rid of the animals," he 
said. 


"Most of the time these things 


are resolved without going to 
court," he added. 


Grossmann said the village's le- 


gal staff has said the local ordi- 
nances supercede any other rules, 
such as the covenant Isaacson 
says exists on his land. But there 
are provisions for special uses on 
lands, Grossmann added, which 
could enable the families to keep 
the animals. 


Village officials are planning to 


discuss the problem in detail 
tonight during a safety, health, 
recreation and environment com- 
mittee session. 


BUT THE SHAFERS and Isaao 


son say they're determined to 
keep their animals, even if it 
means moving out of the village. 


"I might have sold them long 


ago because,'after all, they're ex- 
pensive," Isaacson said of the 
ponies.' "But my grandchildren 
love them and why should I break 
their hearts?" 


"No matter what, we're keeping 


our animals," Mrs. Shafer said. 
"I've learned a lot from having 
them and my son has, too. We're 
in a rural area anyway. We even 
get rural mall delivery." 


The Shafers already have ap- 


peared before village ifficials 
once to argue their, case and are 
taking heart from the case of Bar- 
bara Monda, an Arlington Heights 
woman who won approval from 
that village to keep her five pet 
chickens. 


"We're going to fight this," 


Mrs. Shafer said. "If that Arling- 
ton Heights woman can do it, 
we're going to try."

Teacher layoffs to combat financial 


deficits are "merely a snow job" in 
many Illinois schools, said Curtis 
Plott, executive secretary of the Illi- 
nois Education Assn., which is urging 
local teacher unions to wage war 
against threatened staff cutbacks. 


Plott said the IEA, a statewide 


teachers' union will act as a "watch- 
dog" in local school districts that are 
pleading poverty as they plan reduc- 
tions in their teaching forces. 


"If they claim a reduction is neces- 


sary, they had better have solid, in- 
disputable facts and not be crying 
wolf as a negotiations ploy," Plott 
said. "Anything less than the truth 
cannot be tolerated." 


In Maine Township, representatives 


of local teachers unions which are af- 
filiated with the IEA are planning a 
meeting to map out strategy for com- 
bating teacher cutbacks, said James 
Chlakulus, IEA representative. 


CfflAKULUS SAID IEA financial 


consultants will be going through local 
school district budgets to determine 
whether teacher cutbacks are neces- 
sary. If they find that the cutbacks 
can be averted, "We're going to go 
to the community and tell them the 
cuts are not necessary and we are go- 
ing to fight," he said. 


The board of education in East 


Maine Dlst. 63 has decided to lay off 
teachers to curb a financial deficit in 
the future. Chiakulus said teachers 
there plan to go before the board 
March 2 to speak against the cutbacks 
and may picket the board meeting. 


Many local school districts have de- 


cided or are considering reductions in 
teaching staffs to offset projected fi- 
nancial deficits. Those districts in- 
clude Des Plaines Dist. 62, River 
Trails Dist. 26, Wheeling-Buffalo 
Grove Dlst. 21, Arlington Heights 
Dist. 25, Mount Prospect Dist. 57 and 
Elk Grove Township Dist. 59.- 


TEACHER LAYOFFS come as a re- 


sult of several phenomena that have a 
negative effect on school finances, 
said Plott. These factors Include decl- 
ining enrollment, "broken promises" 
by Gov. Daniel Walker in his refusal 
to support full funding of the school 
state aid formula, and the failure of 
local schools to pass referendums to 
increase taxes, Plott said. 


"Many school districts have failed 


to put referenda before local voters." 
said Plott. "This negligence has re- 
sulted in extraordinarily low local tax 
rates which then make it impossible 
for the districts to qualify for much of 
the new funds available from the 
state." 


Plott said local teacher unions will 


be emphasizing reduction in force 
clauses as part of contract negotia- 
tions. These clauses contain seniority 
provisions so teachers with the most 
seniority would be the last to be laid 
off. Local unions will also be seeking 
to control the hiring of aides, student 
teachers and part-time teachers as a 
replacement for experienced teachers.

He has collected arrowheads, shap- 


ing tools, mortar and pestle, pottery 
and tomahawks. All are in the library 
display. 


When a site is discovered, Smith 


said the area is surveyed and an ap- 
proximate age assigned to it. Then a 
record of the find is sent to the state 
to obtain a site number for future 
identification. 


"We're amateur acheologists, not 


excavationists," Smith said. "We 
don't do any digging that regular 
archeologtsts do. We just spot a site 
and identify it." 


He criticizes "pothunting" practices 


in which a person "cleans out" a site 
just to add to a personal collection. 


"POT HUNTERS DON'T know any- 


thing about the history of the site or 
how to record it properly," Smith 
said. "These people just get them (ar- 
tifacts) and put them Sway in their 
private collections. By doing this, they 
are lost forever," Smith has found 
several sites in the Hoffman Estates- 
S c h a u m b u r g area and has In- 
vestigated sites found by others. 


Three major area sites are one mile 


west of the library near Harrington 
Road, east of Woodfield Mall where 
the Northwest Tollway crosses Golf 
Road and a large site in Wood Dale. 


"There are sites all over," he said. 


"There are lots more in the area and 
some in Elk Grove Village."

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) — A psy- 


chiatrist testified Tuesday that Patri- 
cia Hearst became mentally ill out of 
fear of her kidnapers and joined a 
bank robberty and shot up a store like 
a child trying to please its parents. 


Dr. Louis J. West, head of the psy- 


chiatry department at UCLA, said 
Miss Hearst still has a "traumatic 
neurosis" which eventually may be 
cured with treatment and friendly 
surroundings and that she has shown 
considerable improvement in the past 
few weeks. 


West was the first of three psy- 


chiatrists to be called by the defense 
to bolster its claim that the Hibernia 
bank robbery was not a voluntary act 
and that the 22-year-old heiress there- 
fore should be acquitted on the bank 
holdup charge. 


AFTER COMPLETING his direct 


testimony, West was put under cross 
examination by prosecution lawyer 
David Bancroft, who brought out that 
the psychiatrist wrote Miss Hearst's 
mother and father while she was still 
in SLA captivity. 


"You wrote expressing sympathy 


and told them they should not despair 
because if she was returned to them 
alive it might turn out she is in such 
condition that she could be helped and 
subsequently restored to health, is 
that not correct?" asked Bancroft.

of barnyard animals, fowl and 
other nondomestic creatures. The 
village health, department says 
tb» Shafers and Isaacson are vio- 
lating the code. 


The two families, both of Pleas- 


ant Drive in Schaumburg, were 
served notices of the violations 
last month. They've refused, how- 
ever, to get rid of the animals and 
say they won't do so despite any 
village edicts. 


"They sent me the animal ordi- 


nance In the mail today," Mrs. 
Snfer said Tuesday. "We have 
more than an acre of land here 
and when we bought the house (in 
July 1973) the real estate man 
never said we couldn't have ani- 
mals. 


"ALL THEY SAID was we 


couldn't have any cows." 


"I've had the ponies for IS 


years," Isaacson said. "When I 
bought the place it had a covenant 
(permitting the animals). It (cov- 
enant) is good for 20 years and 
when the,time is up I can vote to 
continueflt another 10 years." 


Isaacson's ponies are kept in a 


barn on his 2%-acre residence, 
and the Shafers, who raised their 
animals for 13-year-old Gerald 
Shafer's Boy Scout projects, keep 
their flocks in individual coops 
and cages on their 1-acre parcel. 


"None of our neighbors has ever 


complained," Isaacson laid. "I 
don't see where the big squawk 
is." 


"WE'VE NEVER had a com- 


plaint, not a one," Mrs. Shafer 
said. "In fact, we even thought of 
getting rid of our rooster because 
he crows all the time, but my 
neighbor said, 'Oh, no, don't do 
that. It's so nice to hear in the 
summertime.'"

The cuts would affect office and

and dismayed, but we have not given 
up yet," said Bruce Anderson, presi- 
dent of the association. 


DELLAMARIA ASKED the com- 


mittee members to meet with Hall to 
discuss the study, rather than go over 
its details Tuesday night. Committee 
members agreed to the meeting, 
which will be scheduled before the 
next board meeting. 


Committee members' asked Hall 


several questions about the study, in- 
cluding what considerations 
were 


made for scheduling and whether 
school officials were contacted to see 
whether they would be interested in 
using the facility during daytime 
hours. 


Hall said the figures were based on 


careful review including expenses in- 
curred at the Spectrum hi the last 
three years and operations of similar 
park-distnct owned rinks in the area.

Reagans' Illinois campaign director, 
said the preliminary results from New 
Hampshire were "vastly beyond what

WHILE CRANE SAID the results 


would have an impact on the Florida' 
primary March 9, and Illinois' March 
16 primary, he was* not willing to up- 


grade projections of a 40 to 45 per 
cent of the vote for Reagan here. 


In Washington, officials of Ford's 


election suggested former President 
Richard Nixon's China trip cost Ford 
votes. 
Deputy campaign, director

Water 
ruling won't be 
felt here: official 


A recent Illinois Commerce Com- 


mission ruling ordering Citizens Utili- 
ties Co. to improve the quality of wa- 
ter and service will have little impact 
on Mount Prospect customers, a com- 
pany official said. 


Walter S. Larson, general manager 


of the utility, said a monitoring pro- 
gram in effect since July covers most 
of the corrections ordered by the ICC. 


"For the most part, things that are 


requested in that order we have al- 
ready been doing for some time. 
There are only a few things we 
haven't been doing," Larson said. 


The monitoring program was part 


of an ICC interim order issued in 
June. Larson said the new order Is- 
sued this month "just seals that they 
will continue to be done." 


TO DATE, LARSON said, the moni- 


toring program is supporting the com- 
pany beliefs that the "service and 
quality of water in the Mount Pros- 
pect area are good." He said, how- 
ever, final conclusions will not be 
drawn until the monitoring program 
has been in effect for a full year. 


"We haven't gone through a com- 


plete change of seasons yet," Larson 
said, noting that conditions change 
from season to season. 


The monitoring program was de- 


signed by Leonard Lindstrom, of the 
state environmental protection agen- 
cy, as a result of numerous com- 
plaints against Citizens Utilities. 


In the most recent order, the ICC 


chairman said evidence of low-quality 
water and inadequate billing proce- 
dures shows that corrective measures 
should be taken. He also said evi- 
dence supports charges that the utility 
has not responded to customer com- 
plaints. 


THE ORDER concluded a 14-month 


investigation into charges of poor wa- 
ter quality and unresponsive service. 


Larson said the most recent in- 


novation by his company is the devel- 


opment of. a 'consumer-type newsletter 
that is being included in residents' 
bills.

"I know the company is attempting 


to improve our communications with 
our customers through orderly mail- 
ings," Larson said.

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - A psy- 


chiatrist testified Tuesday that Patri- 
cia Hearst became mentally ill out of 
fear of her kidnapers and joined a 
bank robberty and shot up a store like 
a child trying to please its parents. 


Dr. Louis J. West, head of the psy- 


chiatry department at UCLA, said 
Miss Hearst still has a "traumatic 
neurosis" which eventually may be 
cured with treatment and friendly 
surroundings and that she has shown 
considerable improvement in the past 
few weeks. 


West was the first of three psy- 


chiatrists to be called by the defense 
to bolster its claim that the Hibernia, 
bank robbery was not a voluntary act 
and that the 22-year-old heiress there- 
fore should be acquitted on the bank 
holdup charge. 


AFTER COMPLETING his direct 


testimony, West was put under cross 
examination by prosecution lawyer 
David Bancroft, who brought out .that 
the psychiatrist .wrote Miss Hearst's 
mother and father while she was still 
in SLA captivity. 


"You wrote expressing sympathy 


and told them they should hot despair 
because if she was returned to them 
alive it might turn out she is in such 
condition that she could be helped and 
subsequently restored to health, is 
that not correct?" asked Bancroft. 


"Yes," snid West? "1 wrote to them 


as one parent to another. I got no re- 
ply and I expected none."

the district. Brower said the board 
could meet March 12 to make the fi- 
nal decision on the school. 


Brower said the public Hearings 


would probably involve a formal pre- 
sentation on what the school would of- 
fer and a question-and-answer period.

"IT IS MEANT to be an alternate to 


our current schools which rely upon a 
teaching method which is small-group 
oriented, individually paced and utili- 
zes carefully controlled competitive 
pressures," Brower said.
